malice of many enuious andeuill diſpoſed people, 
who build the ground-worke of their owne honors 
vpon other mens diſgraces, and with rye venome 
of their aſperiions ſeeke(as much as in their malice 
lies) to povſoa the worthy labours of the moſtng. 
ble attempters. To which our Voyage (being moſt 
hopefull to our friends, and moſt dreadfuliroou 
contraries' is infinitely ſubic&, and that ſuchran- 
cour doth await and follow vs, a5 the great Lexiu. 
than of the Sea purſuerh the Bonzeros, I doubt nor 
but my preſent Relation ſhall giue you (whoſe 
vertue I ſeeke onely to farisfte) that aſſurance of 
good hopBin our attemptings, as ſhall arme you 
againſt whatſocuer flander or impurtat'on ſhall bg 
able (in milty rhicke fogs of diſdaine) to throwbe- 
fore you. 

And albeit to the udgement of cuery vertuous 
good man, there necedeth no other Apologie fot 
the hope of our ſucceſle,then the wiſdome,expeti« 
ence,and vndetatigablelabors,in the like deſignes, 
of oyr Genera/!l, who now ſetting all Chriſte 
dome ; nay, almoſt the whole world at 2azeypon!

But Sir, theſe arguments arenecdleſſe againſt a 
ſlander of ſuch weaknefſe,nor will I trouble yous 
cares with a confutation of them, who ſtand al- 
ready confounded in all good mens opinions : 
ſuffice ir, that hitherto our ſacceſle is anfwerable 
toourhopes, and our hope as ſtrong as any that 
hath paſſed from our Kingdome fince the firſt dif- 
couery, and no doubt but the end will bring forth 
+ worthy,if not a much better iſſue: In as much as 
wee haue had both the cleare lights of all othes 
mens experience, and the approued knowledge 
ofa great part of our deſigne in our Generals no- 
ble and perſonal tryall. 
| Befides, wee know thar the tops of hye Scales, 
Mountaines, or Pyramides are not to be attained 
mo by leaping or iumping at, but by flow de- 
grees, and by ſecure and ſafe ſteps, cuen /exto pede, 
a the Parrat climbes with both beake and feerte : 
Forifwee looke into the courſes of all the moſt ex- 
*cellent men of our Nation which have made it as 
Samous for ſea-attions as any Nation inthe world, 
we (hall finde, how euen by little and lirtle, as Has 
zibel with Vinegar waſted the A/pes, and made a | 
paſſage (where neuer any before was diſterned)for 
zot himſelfe alone, but a whole Army to paſſe 
Ouer: So our famous and excellent Artemprers 
hauc by degrees, man after man, adding ficp vnto 
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ſtep, made ſuch a way ouer the whole world, tha 
except the very heart of all, (which as in the Ang. 
tomy of mans body, it isnot to be found out, or 
couchr, till a man haue paſt through firſt both all 
the exteriour and interiour members, and ſo like. 
wiſe of the braine : Nature as it were defending all 
her moſt excellent workes from cuery ordinary a. 
fault and inuaſion) ſo there is at this day not lef 
any Climate vnlearcht or vndiſcouered, but one. 
ly this, which as for its ſite and place, being the 
m:ddle of the world, and alſo for the excell 

of it, may well be ſtiled The heart of the world, 
che moſt principall and renowned part of it, At 
which if it be our fortunes to arriue,the wotke will 
be worthy the Doer ; and a fayre Iewell forkis 
Crowne, who is the Royall Author and Comfor. 
ter of ſo great an Attempt, by ſo many Kingsand 
Princes attempted, and yet vnachiued, 

And that wee may walke vp this Scalc, withs 
much eaſe and ſafety,as all mortall hope canalloy 
vs, let vs turne backe our eyes and looke intothe 
actions of moſ} of the moſt famous & nobleGen- 
tlemen which haue gone before vs,and made

ly walke : wee ſhall ſee that M. {ram Haukinsg. 
Father of Sir oh Haukins a man of infinite venue 
and great action made his firſt Diſcoueries buito 
the Southerne Ilands , called the Grand Canaria,

which he there hyred, and ſo returned home with

F purſue him; ourof the excellency of his diipoli- 
> tion and loue to his Country, in the yeare 1 5 6 4. 
| hee betooke himſelfe to the Sea againe, and with $* 1obns ſe. 
\ | aFleetof foure Ships and 170. men, went againe ©924 Voyage. 
tothe Welt 7ndzrs, and in his way did diſcouer 
the Iland Szmb«/ls, and other partes of 4frrche: 
thence to the lland called $1: Domrnic, lo to 
Murgarita, thence to Toriuga, after to Barbarotta,

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then to the Ilands of Cure/as, Rancharie, Rio de ly 
Hachs, and others, thence to Cape S. anthony, 
and ſo to the ſandy lands: and iaſtly,by Floridg, 
where he ſhowed that excellency of good nate 
and rare humanity to certaine diſtreſſed French. 
men, that the remembiance will liue,whilſt there 
lines any record of gooodnes, or any thankfulnes 
in France : and thus he returned home the ſecond 
time laden with as much wealth and bonor, as 
euer any had done before him , and to this braue 
Heoroicall Scale of Dilcouery, had now added di. 
uers noble and ſpacious Stayres , which albeit 
might very well haue deterd him from any more 
trouble and vexation,both conſidering the goods 
and goodnes he had gotten, and the honorabl; 
places, with the fauour of his deareſt Soue- 
raigne. 

Yer all this not valued with the debt hee owed 
his Country,he went againe the third time to Sea 
with a Flect of Sixe faire Ships, and traded in all 
ſuch places as hehad traded in before: and more 
ouer diſcouered Carthagena , and diuers other 
Hands abourir, after wear to S. /ohnY!lus, and 
other pars bordering vpon Mexico, where hee *F 
made himlelfe Maifter of wwelue Ships , in value, 
worth two hundred thouſand pounds, and ſeazed 
the Iland : Burt out of his noble nature ( conſide- 
ring the amity at that time betwixt Spaine and 
England ) dere all againe : which, had his 
ends tended as much tolucre, as his enemies did 
to perfidie and trechery, he might not onely have 
brought 
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brought homethar, but ſixe millions: of treaſure 
more, all which was at his Commandement : 
thence he ſearched the whole Bay of Mexico, and 
thence went to- Poute Yed/a, and (o returned 
home. 

In this Diſcouery hee got great perfection of 
knowledge touching the wonderfll wealth and 
niches of choſe Southerne parts ,and though hee 
had done more then any Engliſh man before h's 
time, yet he ſawthere was a ſuperexcellence re- 
maining as it were hidden, and poflible ts bee 
found out; at which with all his endeauours hee 
aymed moſt earneſtly,onely he found that a grea- 
terſtrength & a greater induſtry,thEeither he was 
yetmailter of,or had occafionto vic, muſt be im- 
_ in the ſame, andrherefore the fourth time _ 

returned vnto the Sea with 27. tall Ships, and bn _ 
2500; men: Burt ir pleaſed God thedeſigne ſhould 
be preſerucd either for ſome orher man, or ſome 
other rime, ſo that Sir 19h» Hawkins, falling ficke 
dyed at S, John de Paertorico, and by that meanes 
the great end of the journey fayled , yet did hee 
#$ leauebehind him ſuch good examples for imita- 
$ ton, and ſo faire a ſcale for others ro aſcend by ; 
tharmany became his Schollers, and howſoeuer 
their renownes wanne to theinſelues particular 
names of particular eminence, yer they arriued 
not beyond him or got a kill chat was to him vn- 
acquainted, 
Onely that moſt famous and worthy Knight Sir r-axs' 
Sir Francis Drake,wao had(as it is reported) _—_ Drakes trauell, 
rom 


fir Francis fe. 
cond Voyage, 
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from him the moſt andegreateſt part of his breg. 
ding, being (as fotne men ſay)for a long time his 
ordinary houſhold Servant, and one that had at. 
tended him inthe ſueceſle of ſome of his voyages, 
ſeeing and aquainting himſelfe with the ha 
rules of ſuch a happy maiſter, berooke himſelſeto 
the Sea in the yeare of our Lord 1572. and diſco., 
nered moſt of the hithermoſt parts of the ſmall 
Hands of America, and returned home with more 
knowledge then ſubſtance. and yet with more ſy. 
ſtance then might defray the charge of three times 
ſuch a voyage, by the ſtrength of which ſucceſſc he 
made him ſelfe fit for the Seathe ſecond time, in 
theyeare 1577. inwhich Voyage hee made him- 
ſelfe more tamiliar withall the richeſt parts ofthe 
Weſt Indies, and with ſome parts of the mainehy. 
dy of the tame: and ſo returned home with a con 
petent ſubſtance , yerfarre inferior to thelargenes 
ofhis mind, becauſe theſc rwo firft attemprs fil 
opened to his iudgement matters of much greater 
hope and renowned conſequence, ſo that the thid ©}.

formerly done the like) the experience he gained 
- didſofarre precede his riches, that hee made it of 
no value, and knew that there yet remayned thar 
yndiſcoucred(atleaſt outof Chriſtian commande. 
ment) which would make all hee knew, pittifully 
poore & of no reckoning:and therefore to achiue 
this Mag7ſteri or true Philoſophers ftone,being in- 
deed the mother ofall mynes and perfte&rtreaſure, 
heagaine berooke himſclfc to the Sea in the yeare 
of our Lord 1595. with a very goodly Nauy, and 
many moſt noble and worthy perſonages,admira-

the North-weſt to lead vnto the ſame, that thenk 
mult needs be moſtſhort,moſt cafic, & moſtſafe, 
and that doubtleſſe the wealth which would alle 
by rich Merchandife from thence, would exceed.

Godthat he could not perfeRhis intent,onely re- 
turned home with much wealth,and a great deale 
ofknowledge, which hath fince beene pnrſued by 
divers worthy Aduenturers, and though aorper- 
fredin that exquiſite height and perfettion which 
thegreatnes of their mindes and wiſhes aymed ar, 
lit gaue that luſtre and ſtrong hope of ſuc-
